The last number of Fowler’s Sun contrins an essay 
on “Convorations with special reference to Railways 
aud telegraphs.” Init, he shows the difference be- 
tween the statns and economy of Corporations and Co- 
operation. He shows that corporations, acting ns one 
body, are not co-operative; since it takes more than 
one in order to co-operate, Ie nlso shows that labor 
can derive no benefit fromthe corporating act. and 
numbers governmental: corporitions ns the oldest nud 
worst of all corporations. 

But, perhaps the mast new aml valuable contribu- 
tion in this little pamphlet is where he tells how easy 
and cheap a matter it would be for the people to pool 
and organize the roads ab cost, outside of politics and 
government, While gayernmentalisis have given the 
railroad problem up, as difficult to handle, here, from 
an Anarchistic standpoint, is the whole thing directly 
solved. Kansas people will be glad to know that they 
are running two sets of roads; that they build and. 
give them away every year; that they are capitalized 
for ten times what they are assessed, and watered for 
twice as much, And all this usury is being sent out 
of the country ta afew “capitalists” who contribute

But 
that none may have ground to say that LUCIFER re- 
fuses a hearing to adverse criticism, whether from 
friend or fue, we give Bro. Broadbeck's letter entire, 
although it crowds out, by its great length, many oth- 
ers who vill think their articles should have had pre- 
cedence. 


_ T hope that Mr. J. I, Andrew and other fAuthoritar- 
ian readers of the ‘Truth Seeker huve carefllly studied 
the article “Anarchism and Ethics,” contributed to 
that paper by C. L. dames, and appearing tin its issue 
of July 24, es 


Our eritic thinks that Luciren ike the aucient “son 
of the morning,” has fallen from his place in the fir- 
mament, or from the galaxy of bright stars; that we 
have plungedinto the“open jaws of governmentalism.” 
We think it would be hard for friend B. to prove this 
charge. How could we fall into the jaws of govern- 
mentalism when we have never been anywhere else? 
We were born and reared in theelose embrrace, in the 
yery jaws of governmentalism and have never yet had 
a chance to get out, although we would very gladly 
have done so But since we have been at the helm of 
Drucirir we hava never ceased to proach the principles 
of Individualism as against Governmentalisin, one car- 
dinal principle of whieh individualism is “freedom of 
choice.” -In the exercise of this freedom of choice we 
expressed our preference for the archism under which 
we were born to the arcliisin proposed by the state-so- 
cialists of Chicago. 


The utterances of the Chicago papers auent the 
“trial” of the misnamed “Anarchists” in the city, are 
simply infamous. They call loudly for the suppres- 
sion of peaceful meetings of workingmen, lest at these 
meetings there should he some criticism of the judge, 
the lawyera, and the witnesses engaged in snid “trial.” 
How judicial they have become nll at once! Of course 
they have said nothing to prejudice the caso! They 
have merely proceeded upon the nssmmption that an 
accused person is guilty until he is proven innecent, 
vuietly reversing the legal rule that heis innocent un- 
til he is proven guilty. 


Read the verbatim reports of the trial in the city 
columns of theso papers; then turn to the editorial 
pages and note the special pleading, tho twisting of 
evidence, the conclusions reached which are often- 
times not atall warranted by the testimony. The 
flaming head-lincs tell one story; the reports below 
quite often flatly contradict it. The caseis bad 
enough, at best, so far as the previous violent utter- 
ances are concerned, but so far the charge af "eon 
spiracy” lias not been proven. 


Only 
this and nothing more. We (that is, the present writ- 
er) have never justified the Chicago pohce in what 
they did.

‘The Russian Nihilist wko “removed” 
the Czar was more consistentand courageous, 


In a Jong letter to the Truth Seeker, G. I. Walser 
tries to explain matters at Liberal and to defend him- 
relf and"eoufreres from tho charge of persecution, The 
Christian tells us that it is the evil nature of man that 
prompls him to embrace Freethought, that his rejec 
tion of the Bible as a divinely inspired work does not

Wao quite agreg with friend Broadbeck that “tho 
issues butween freedon and slavery are as much a liv- 
ing fact to-day as ever,” but we do not think with him 
that the black slave found his redeemerin John Brown, 
or that the slaves of to-day, white and black, will ever 
find their freedom in the suevessors of John Brown, 
Brown was a guerrilla, a bandit against government. 
Slavery was a government-protected institution. When 
it was destroyed—technically, not ieally destrayed-— 
it was done, not by John Brown nor his methods, but as 
a governmental measure to savo the life itself of that 
government—not froin a love of the slave ora love of 
justice. ‘ho abolition of chattel slavery was an imei 
dent not an object of the war, That slavery would not 
have been abolished if government could have lived 
without such abolition we have the testimony of My, 
Lincoln himself, 


When the Autocrat of Liberal asserts that there is 
not an intellectual belief in Freelave on earth, he in 
effect declares that hundreds of the bust men and 
women in the ranks of Freethought were under the 
inspiration of brutal lust when they spoke for sexual 
liberty, Dare ho assert thisef Dr. Juliette IT, Sever- 
ance? OF. H Hoywood? Of the noble women 
ho has persecuted in and out of Liberal? Would he 
have dared assert itof Theron C. Leland? Of Shalley, 
of Mary Wollstonecraft, of Maviau Evang? 


Mr, Walser well knows that the most earnest, en- 
thusiastic, persistent, intelligent, helpers that he 
has eyer had in the attempt to build up Liberal, were 
the very ones whom he now so bitterly and unjustly 
denounces, whom he stigmatizes as “libertines and 
harlots.”
